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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 1 , none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a method of measuring dishing as claimed, specifically 
comprising generating a set of calibration data; measuring the height variation of a first 
feature on a substrate and correlating the height variation of the first feature with the 
calibration data as claimed. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 14, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a method of producing a set of calibration data for 
comparing to the measured height variation of a first feature as claimed, specifically 
comprising providing at least one sample substrate having a plurality of first features 
having differing widths and exhibiting dishing, surrounded by a second feature, 
measuring the magnitude of the dishing of the plurality of the first features and relating 
the magnitude of dishing to at least on of the first feature widths and the profile shape of 
the first features. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 17, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a method of measuring dishing in a first feature as 
claimed, specifically comprising measuring the height variation of a first feature 
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embedded in a second feature, to determine the profile shape of the first feature and 
comparing the height variation of the first feature with pre-generated calibration data 
that relates the magnitude of dishing to the profile shape of a first feature.

CITATION OF RELEVANT PRIOR ART

a method, which can be used to measure dishing, but does not specifically disclose the 
calibration data or profile shape limitations of that of the claimed invention.
